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TO  THE  GOVERNORS  Of'tHE 


§nsiylum. 


My  Lords  and  Gentlemen, 

As  required  by  the  fortieth  of  the  Privy  Council  Rules,  I 
have  the  honour  to  lay  b^ore  you  a  General  Report  on  the  con¬ 
dition  and  expenditure  of  the  Asylum  for  the  year  1871. 

PM  such  remarks  as  I  feel  called  on  to  make  are  appended  the 
usual  Statistical  Tables,  which  form,  in  my  mind,  a  very  secure 
basis  on  which  to  estimate  the  working  of  the  Institution.  This 
Asylum  has  been  enlarged  from  time  to  time,  so  that  in  place 
of  257  beds,  which  it  contained  in  1833,  it  now  has  1,040,  of 
which  993  were  occupied  on  the  last  day  of  the  year,  showing  a 
nearly  four-fold  increase  of  numbers  in  thirty-nine  years.  Whilst 
this  very  large  increase  of  accommodation  and  inmates  has  occurred, 
the  extent  of  the  district  supplying  the  Asylum  has  been  dimi¬ 
nished  by  the  withdrawal  of  the  County  Meath,  and  the  popula¬ 
tion  which  supplies  subjects  to  the  Institution  has  decreased  from 
794,  723  in  1841,  to  587,  444  in  1861. 

P'his  affords  ample  evidence  of  the  great  additional  demand 
which  has  arisen  in  our  time  for  increased  asylum  accommoda¬ 
tion.  From  the  best  consideration  that  I  have  been  able  to  give 
to  this  subject,  I  am  not  satisfied  that  this  increased  demand 
arises  from  an  increase  of  lunacy,  but  I  am  disposed  to  attribute 
it  rather  to  the  increased  desire  of  the  public  and  the  friends 
of  lunatics  to  place  them  in  asylums.  The  admissions  in  the 
past  year  to  this  Asylum,  as  shown  by  Table  2,  have  been  78 
less  than  in  the  previous  year,  and  as  I  have  no  reason  to 
believe  that  there  is  less  desire  on  the  part  of  the  public  and 
of  the  friends  of  lunatics  to  place  insane  parties  here,  and  as 
no  restriction  has  been  placed  on  the  admission  of  patients  in 
the  latter  more  than  in  the  previous  year,  I  rather  attribute 
the  diminution  of  the  admissions  to  the  decrease  of  fit  subjects 
for  the  Asylum  in  the  district  which  supplies  it.  Whilst  the 
number  of  admissions  has  been  78  less,  the  number  under  treat- 
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ment  has  been  i8  more  in  1871  than  in  1870,  owing  to  the 
much  larger  number  remaining  over  from  1870  to  1871  than 
remained  over  from  1869  to  1870.  By  discharging  harmless 
and  incurable  cases  to  the  workhouses,  we  have  however  been 
able  to  keep  the  accommodation  of  the  Asylum  fully  up  to  the 
requirements  of  the  district  in  the  past  year,  and  at  the  end  of 
the  year  we  find  only  seven  more  cases  than  at  the  beginning, 
whilst  the  number  of  female  patients  at  the  end  of  the  year  has 
been  less  by  seven  on  the  last  than  on  the  first  day  of  the  year. 
I  think  that  sending  the  class  of  cases  specified  above  to  work- 
houses  is,  on  the  whole,  advantageous  under  existing  circum¬ 
stances,  and  not  attended  by  drawbacks  equally  serious  with  those 
which  would  arise  from  the  want  of  accommodation  in  this 
Asylum  if  such  cases  were  not  sent  to  workhouses.  The  number 
discharged  from  all  causes  in  the  year  1871  has  been  350,  or 
twelve  more  than  in  1870.  The  percentage  of  deaths  was  8/3^^  on 
the  total  number  under  treatment  in  the  year,  and  the  percentage 
of  recoveries  on  admissions  47^5%,  bein^in  the  case  of  deaths  less, 
and  in  the  case  of  recoveries  more,  than  the  percentage  for  1870. 
The  number  of  ordinary  cases  admitted  by  order  of  Board  have 
been  14,  of  urgent  cases  43,  and  of  dangerous  lunatics  18  less  in 
1871  than  in  1870  ;  whilst  the  number  admitted  as  criminal  lunatics 
were  nine  more  in  1871  than  in  1870:  I  am  not  able  to  say  if  those 
differences  have  arisen  from  any  permanent  cause,  from  which  their 
continuance  in  after  years  is  to  be  expected.  Should  such  be  the 
case  it  may  form  a  subject  of  inquiry  and  remark  in  some  future 
Report,  but  at  present  I  think  it  better  merely  to  note  the  facts 
as  they  stood  in  the  past  year. 

The  1 8th  Table  shows  an  increase  in  the  number  of  escapes 
and  attempts  thereat  among  the  female  patients.  I  have  no  doubt 
that  this  has  arisen  in  part  from  the  very  great  difficulty  of  minding 
patients  in  the  portion  of  the  Grangegorman  Prison  occupied  as  an 
auxiliary  for  our  female  patients  in  the  past  year.  No  such  reason 
exists  now  that  the  prison  has  been  given  up,  and  that  all  our 
patients  have  suitable  accommodation  in  our  own  buildings,  syste¬ 
matically  constructed  for  the  care  and  treatment  of  lunatics.  It  is 
to  be  expected,  therefore,  that  by  proper  vigilance  escapes  or 
attempts  thereat  will  not  occur  hereafter  in  greater  proportion  than 
is  unavoidable. 

The  Lunacy  Regulation  Act,  passed  last  Session  of  Parliament, 
has  not  been  sufficiently  long  in  operation  to  have  had  that  effect 
which  may  be  expected  from  it  hereafter  in  connexion  with  paying 
patients,  and  those  known  or  supposed  to  have  means,  and  which 
are  the  subjects  of  the  21st  and  22nd  Tables. 

From  the  30th  and  31st  Tables  we  find  that  the  number  of 
Governors  is  now  only  seventeen,  and  the  number  of  attending 
Governors  only  eleven.  The  number  of  meetings  held  in  last 
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year  was  nineteen,  a  quorum  not  having  attended  in  five  instances 
when  meetings  were  summoned.  In  the  previous  year  there  were 
eighteen  Governors  and  twelve  attending  Governors ;  the  number 
of  meetings  held  was  twenty-three,  and  the  number  of  meetings 
summoned  at  which  a  quorum  did  not  attend  was  two.  Of  the 
seventeen  Governors  who  constitute  the  Board  six  have  not 
attended  any  meeting  in  the  last  year,  and  four  never  attended  a 
meeting  since  my  appointment  in  1857.  It  is  noteworthy  that 
the  number  of  Governors  in  this,  which  is  considerably  the  largest 
Asylum  and  District  in  Ireland,  is  only  seventeen,  whilst  in  no 
other  out  of  the  twenty-two  Irish  District  Asylums  is  the  number 
less  than  twenty-one,  and  in  thirteen  it  is  thirty  or  upwards,  being 
over  forty  in  three,  and  fifty-one  in  one  asylum.  In  all  other 
District  Asylums  in  Ireland,  also,  the  meetings  are  monthly,  whilst 
they  are  fortnightly  here.  Under  these  circunptances  I  feel  it  my 
duty,  respectfully,  to  submit  that  a  very  considerable  increase  in 
the  numbers  of  Governors  has  become  essential  to  the  well-being 
of  the  Institution. 

'Fhe  great  inconvenience  and  disadvantage  resulting  from  the 
frequent  failure  of  a  Board,  owing  to  the  non-attendance  of  a  quo¬ 
rum,  would  thus,  I  trust,  be  removed  ;  and  I  should  hope  that  the 
great  advantage  of  having  a  regular  Visiting  Committee,  which  for 
some  years  has  not  been  the  case,  might  thus  also  be  secured. 

In  addition  to  other  works,  a  general  painting  of  the  Institution 
has  been  in  progress  during  the  past  year,  and  thus  for  a  large  por¬ 
tion  of  the  period,  we  have  been  obliged  to  re-occupy  the  Grange- 
gorman  Penitentiary,  and  we^be^  otherwise  placed  in  the  same 
disadvantageous  circumstances  as  in  the  previous  year ;  and  the 
organization  and  systematic  treatment  of  our  patients  has  been 
interrupted  in  an  equally  injurious  manner. 

Now,  however,  the  accommodation  in  our  own  premises  is  suf¬ 
ficient  for,  and  suitable  to  our  requirements  ;  and  the  works  in  pro¬ 
gress  are  so  reduced  that  the  number  of  tradesmen  employed  is 
small.  Hence,  we  find  ourselves,  as  I  write,  placed  in  more  favour¬ 
able  circumstances  for  carrying  out  a  good  systematic  treatment 
and  management  than  we  have  been  for  several  years ;  indeed,  I 
would  say,  than  at  any  period  since  my  appointment  in  1857. 

The  prevalence  of  small-pox  in  Dublin,  and  especially  in  our 
neighbourhood,  has  caused  naturally  much  anxiety,  which  was  con¬ 
siderably  increased  by  the  occurrence  of  the  disease  in  one  of  the 
nurses  of  the  Institution  on  the  14th  November.  On  consultation 
with  Drs.  Tuohill  and  Banks  I  had  this  nurse  removed  to  the  Hard- 
wicke  Hospital,  as  soon  as  the  nature  of  the  disease  was  apparent. 
All  who  had  no  vaccination  marks  have  been  vaccinated,  and  the 
young  have  been  revaccinated.  Fortunately  the  disease  has  not 
spread  amongst  the  patients  up  to  this,  and  there  have  been  alto¬ 
gether  only  seventeen  cases,  viz.,  fourteen  insane  patients  and  three 
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attendants.  Of  the  attendants,  two  died ;  and  of  the  insane  patients, 
four  died,  and  one  is  still  in  the  disease.  With  the  exception  of  two 
attendants,  all  have  been  removed  to  the  Hardwicke  Hospital. 

The  Institution  is,  I  consider,  under  considerable  obligations  to 
Dr.  Banks,  owing  to  whose  interference  we  have  been  enabled  to 
send  all  our  cases  of  small-pox  occurring  here,  except  as  stated 
above,  to  the  Hardwicke  Hospital.  The  principal  source  of  con¬ 
tagion  has  thus  been  obviated,  and  an  extension  of  the  disease, 
which  otherwise  might  have  occurred,  has  been  prevented. 

For  some  time  considerable  apprehension  was  felt  in  the  Institu¬ 
tion  that  a  convalescent  hospital  for  small-pox  cases  would  be  opened 
in  our  immediate  vicinity,  in  the  premises  at  Grangegorman  Peni¬ 
tentiary,  heretofore  occupied  by  us.  The  wise  discretion  of  the 
authorities,  however,  prevented  such  an  event,  which  would,  no 
doubt,  have  caused  much  alarm  among  many  of  our  insane 
inmates,  and  with  such  unfortunate  people,  who  are  here  without 
their  own  consent,  and  often  sorely  against  their  will,  it  is  most 
desirable  that  no  avoidable  source  of  disquietude,  such  as  fear  and 
anxiety,  should  be  added  to  their  lot,  already  sufficiently  hard. 
Even  though  the  anxiety  and  alarm  may  be  groundless,  yet,  as 
regards  people  of  impaired  intellect,  and  who  are  imprisoned,  it 
has  been,  I  think,  a  wise  exercise  of  humanity  and  kindness  not 
to  permit  a  trial  of  their  feelings,  which  the  sane-minded  and  the 
free  would  probably  object  to  very  vehemently,  and  probably  not 
without  considerable  public  S3mipathy. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  gross  expenditure  of  the  year 
of  qs-j  and  of  the  cost  per  head  of  ^4  15s.  6d.  Part  of 

the  gross  increase  has  arisen  from  the  large  number  of  patients  in 
the  Asylum  for  the  year,  viz.,  thirty,  and  such  increase  of  cost  is 
unavoidable.  The  increase  in  the  price  of  provisions  accounts 
satisfactorily  for  another  portion  of  the  gross  increase  of  expendi¬ 
ture.  The  increase  of  cost  per  head  arises  chiefly  from  increased 
charges,  under  the  following  heads.  Furniture,  5s.  3d.,  or 

about  IIS.  3d.  per  head,  has  been  chiefly  caused  by  an  expenditure 
for  furniture  for  the  new  buildings,  and  other  such  requirements  in 
excess  of  our  wants  in  ordinary  years.  In  fuel  and  light  there  has 
been  a  gross  increase  of  ;£^i,3i5  19s.  6d.,  or  about  £1  6s.  yd.,  per 
head.  This  has  arisen,  I  may  say,  entirely  from  the  supply  of 
coals  for  the  year  1870  and  1871  having  been  paid  for  altogether  in 
tlie  latter  year.  In  repairs  and  alterations  the  increased  gross 
expenditure  has  been  ^1,434  ns.  8d,  or  about  ;£i  8s.  6d.  per 
head.  Of  this  gross  sum  ;£i,o59  15s.  yd.  has  been  expended  in 
painting,  boilers,  or  other  works  of  a  similar  character,  not  require- 
ing  renewal  for  many  years.  Several  of  the  repairs  and  alterations, 
paid  for  out  of  the  Government  advance,  required  some  further 
outlay  in  finishing  them  off,  and  on  the  whole  the  increase  of 
expenditure,  under  the  head  of  repairs  and  alterations,  has  been. 
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as  I  believe,  for  works  of  a  special  character,  which  did  not  require 
an  outlay  in  the  previous  year,  any  more  than  they  will  do  in  future 
years,  for  some  time  to  come,  in  which  I  expect  a  diminution  of 
outlay  under  this  head.  The  increased  expenditure  under  the 
head  of  incidentals  is  apparent  rather  than  real,  owing  to  items, 
such  as  tobacco  and  water,  which  were  heretofore  classed  under 
distinct  heads,  being  now  included  under  the  general  heading 
of  incidents.  In  reference  to  the  cost  of  water,  it  is  right  to  note 
that  a  considerable  waste  occurred  from  the  bursting  of  a  plug  on 
a  main  pipe  in  the  laundry  yard,  which  also  prevented  the  water 
rising  to  several  of  the  tanks  at  the  higher  elevations  of  the  buildings. 
The  cause  of  this  defect  was  made  the  subject  of  inquiry  and  search 
in  various  ways,  but  remained  undiscovered  for  some  months,  when 
it  was  traced  up  to  its  source  and  remedied,  and  a  great  loss  in 
money,  as  well  as  in  the  supply  of  an  article  so  necessary  for  health 
and  comfort  as  water,  has  been  thus  prevented.  The  quantity  run 
off  by  meter,  and  the  consequent  charge,  has  been  largely  reduced 
since  the  leakage  was  stopped,  and  all  parts  of  the  Institution  have 
had  since  then  a  constant  and  abundant  supply  of  water ;  and 
there  is  every  reason  to  report  as  favourably  of  the  great  advan¬ 
tages  of  the  Vartry  supply  here  as  elsewhere  in  the  city. 

In  considering  the  expenditure  of  an  Institution  such  as  this,  it 
would  not  be  fair  to  compare  it  with  the  expenditure  of  such 
institutions  as  workhouses  ;  nor  is  it  to  be  expected  that  the  cost 
per  head  will  be  as  low  as  in  provincial  asylums.  It  has  often 
appeared  to  me  that  in  point  of  cost  per  head  this  Asylum  may  more 
fairly  be  compared  with  the  City  of  Dublin  Prisons  than  with  any 
other  institutions,  and,  taking  this  point  of  comparison,  I  believe 
the  cost  per  head  in  this  Asylum  will  bear  a  favourable  contrast 
with  that  of  the  City  Prisons.  In  connexion  with  this  point  it  is 
also  to  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  support  of  dangerous  lunatics 
in  the  City  Prisons  was  heretofore  paid  for  by  the  city,  as  their 
support  is  now  paid  for  here,  and  if  I  am  right  in  supposing 
that  their  cost  per  head  now  is  less  than  it  was  in  the  prisons, 
I  think  there  is  a  saving  rather  than  otherwise  in  having  this 
class  of  lunatics  altogether  in  this  Institution,  rather  than  to  have 
many  in  the  City  Prisons,  as  previously. 

The  decrease  of  expenditure  and  increase  of  receipts  shown  by 
the  Tables  referring  to  the  farm  and  garden.  No.  44,  are  very 
satisfactory  statistics.  The  gross  estimated  produce  has  risen 
in  1871  to  ^2,011  19s.  8d.  from  ;^i,46i  is.  6d.  in  1870. 
The  gross  net  profit  has  increased  to  ;£679  9s.  id.  in  1871 
from  ^258  1 6s.  4d.  in  1870,  and  the  profit  per  acre,  approximated, 
has  risen  in  1871  to  £12  los.  5d.  per  acre  from  £^  3s.  id.  per  acre 
in  1870. 

The  42nd  Table,  which  has  been  added  this  year  by  the  In¬ 
spectors,  supplies  information  sometimes  desired  by  the  Grand 
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Juries,  or  Corporations  discharging  the  functions  of  Grand  Juries, 
and  though  it  has  cost  much  time  and  labour  to  fill  it,  I  am  glad 
to  supply  this  information,  on  this  the  first  occasion  in  which  it 
has  been  asked  from  me. 

The  number  of  patients  returned  in  this  Table  as  being  in  the 
Asylum  on  31st  December,  1871,  as  belonging  to  each  county  of 
our  district  has  been  ascertained  by  careful  examination  of  the 
admission  papers  of  all  those  patients.  Only  such  have  been 
set  down  as  belonging  to  each  county,  as  appeared  to  do  so  by 
their  nativity  or  length  of  residence.  The  information  in  the 
admission  papers  has  often  been  insufficient  for  this  purpose,  and 
the  Tables,  therefore,  are  only  approximative.  By  a  comparison 
of  the  numbers  in  the  Asylum  on  31st  December,  1871,  as  returned 
in  this  Table  as  belonging  to  each  county  of  our  district,  with 
the  numbers  returned  in  Table  43,  as  charged  to  each  county 
of  the  district  on  thelast  day  of  1871,  an  approximative  estimate  may 
be  made  as  to  the  number  in  reference  to  the  equitable  settlement 
of  whose  chiirgeability  by  law  there  appears  to  be  some  question. 

I  trust  that  the  Governors  who  have  taken  such  interest  and  so 
large  a  part  in  the  development  of  the  educational  system  of  this 
Asylum  will  be  pleased  with  the  following  favourable  notice  taken 
by  Dr.  Bn^owe,  of  the  United  States,  in  a  paper  read  by  him 
before  the  Association  of  Medical  Superintendents  of  American 
Institutions  for  the  Insane,  held  in  June,  1870,  and  which  came 
to  my  knowledge  only  since  my  last  year’s  Report : — ■ 

“  The  credit  of  inaugurating  the  experiment  of  teaching  lunatics 
“  to  read  and  write  in  the  Asylums  of  Europe  belongs  to  Ireland.” 

“Previous  to  1855  something  had  been  done  by  individual 
“  superintendents  in  the  way  of  imparting  instruction  to  their 
“  patients,  but  in  that  year  the  Governors  of  the  Richmond  Dis- 
“  trict  Lunatic  Asylum,  the  large  public  Institution  which  receives 
“  the  nine  hundred  pauper  insane  of  the  City  of  Dublin,  and  of 
“  the  County  of  Wicklow,^  recognised  the  necessity  of  providing 
“  some  greater  variety  of  occupation  for  their  patients,  who  were 
“  uniformly  of  the  poorest  and  most  ignorant  class,  and  deter- 
“  mined  to  establish  a  school  department  in  the  asylum,  and 
“  make  the  attempt  to  instruct  all  those  patients  whose  mental 
“  condition  would  allow. 

“  The  experiment  was  commenced  by  remodelling  some  of  the 
“  old  wards,  and  converting  them  into  school-rooms.  Teacher- 
“  attendants t  of  both  sexes  were  secured,  capable  of  acting  in  the

t  Tlie  first  teachers  were  appointed  as  such  only,  and  though  some  of  the 
attendants  assist  in  teaching,  there  always  has  been  a  staff  of  male  and  female 
teachers,  who  do  not  in  any  way  act  as  attendants,  and  who  rank  as  officers. 
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“  double  capacity  of  teacher  and  nurse  ;  and  enough  was  accom- 
“  plished  in  the  first  year’s  trial,  to  satisfy  the  Board  of  Governors 
“  and  the  public  that  the  experiment  would  be  made  a  com- 
“  plete  success.  From  that  time  to  the  present — an  interval 
“  of  fifteen  years — the  school  accommodations  and  appliances 
“  have  been  gradually  enlarged,  the  educational  staff  increased, 

‘‘  grades  and  merit  rolls  introduced,  and  the  mere  routine  of  read- 
“  ing  and  writing  has  now  become  extended  into  a  curriculum, 

“  similar  to  that  of  the  best  schools  in  the  kingdom. 

The  pupils  are  arranged  under  divisions,  according  to  capa- 
“  city  or  proficiency  ;  and  each  division  is  sub-divided  into  sections 
“  and  classes.  No  order  of  intellect  is  excluded  from  the  schools. 

“  The  idiot  receives  what  benefit  he  may  from  object  teaching,  the 
“  demented  patient  is  roused  and  amused  with  pictures  and  maps, 

“  and  with  military  and  gymnastic  drill ;  while  the  more  apt  and 

quick-witted  scholar,  however  erratic,  is  carried  forward  from 
“  the  simpler  to  the  higher  branches,  as  his  capacity  will  allow,  or 
“  his  ambitiom  may  urge  him.  Rhetorical  exercises  and  dramatic 
“  entertainments^  are  also  provided,  to  give  zest  to  the  more 
“  prosaic  duties,  and  a  more  judicious  system  of  rewards  and 
“  discipline  furnishes,  as  may  be  needed,  a  stimulus  or  a  check. 

“  The  history  of  a  single  school-day  in  the  Richmond  Asylum  is 
“  as  follows  ; — 

“The  hour  for  assembling  in  the  morning  is  9  o’clock.  Fiftep 
“  minutes  are  occupied  in  a  thorough  inspection  of  all  the  pupils 
“  as  to  cleanliness. 

‘‘fl  to  loi  o’clock— Object  lessons,  and  teaching  simple  exer- 
“  cises  in  writing  and  spelling  with  the  black  board.  more 

“  advanced  classes  arithmetic,  dictation,  reading  aloud,  writing  and 
“  drawing. 

“10^  to  II — Singing  and  calisthenics,  with  musical  accom- 
“  paniments. 

1 1  to  12 — Out-door  games  and  in-door  amusements. 

a  j2  to  I — Study,  which  finishes  the  morning. 

“  Afternoon;  assemble  at  3  .

“  The  complete  list  of  studies  and  exercises  includes,  in  addition 
“  to  the  above,  writing  on  slates  arid  black-board,  from  copies  or 
“  from  dictation  ;  grammar,  with  parsing  or  derivations ;  geogra- 
“  phy,  with  maps,  &c.  What  is  known  as  school-drill,  includes 
“  marching  to  music,  practice  of  muscles,  marking  time  with  hands

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“  and  feet.  This  is  chiefly  for  idiots  and  imbeciles,  to  whom  are 
“  taught  the  rudiments  of  numbers,  with  the  arith7neticon  or 
“  counting  machine. 

“  Religious  instruction  is  given  to  all  the  classes  on  Wednesday 
“  and  Friday  of  every  week. 

“  Of  the  whole  number  of  870  patients  in  the  Richmond  Dis- 
“  trict  Asylum  in  1868  the  list  of  pupils  on  school-rolls 
“  was  374,  or  about  40  per  cent.  Of  these  there  were  198  males 
“  and  176  females. 

“  Average  daily  attendance  of  both  sexes  during  year,  seventy- 
“  four. 

“In  such  a  miscellaneous  assemblage  as  a  large  Irish  asylum  would 
“  necessarily  furnish,  we  should  scarcely  look  for  any  but  the  simplest 
“  proficiency  in  the  ordinary  branches  ;  and  yet  the  same  table  of 
“  statistics  shows,  that  in  1868,  three  of  the  patients  themselves  were 
“  able  to  assist  the  teachers  in  their  work  of  instruction.  Eighteen 
“  received  lessons  in  elementary  mechanics,  taught  by  a  patient 
“  from  his  own  diagrams  ;  two  pupils  received  profitable  instruction 
“  in  geometry  and  algebra ;  two  also  in  book-keeping,  and  one  in 
“  painting  in  chalks  and  water  colours. 

“  The  in-door  amusements,  above  alluded  to,  are  drawing,  march- 
“  ing  and  singing,  bagatelle,  backgammon,  draughts,  cards  and  chess. 
“  The  out-door  exercises  include  military  drill,  walking  in  garden, 

excursions  to  Phoenix  Park,  Zoological  Gardens,  Glasnevin 

4rOmetery,  and  other  places  of  interest  m  Dublin  and  vicinity. 
“  All  these  I  mention,  as  being  made  a  part  of  the  school  system 
“  of  exercise  and  improvenment,  and  they  are  also  made  available 
“  as  rewards  of  merit. 

“Vocal  music  is  also  a  prominent  feature  of  the  Richmond 
“  school  routine,  and  the  exercises  were  of  great  variety,  and  credit- 
“  ably  performed.  The  classes  are  taught,  according  to  their 
“  capacity,  to  sing  sacred  music,  the  national  anthem,  Irish 
“  songs,  &c. 

“  The  pupils  are  arranged  on  a  raised  gallery  facing  the  teacher  ; 
“  all  are  required  to  beat  time,  and  the  voices  are  accompanied  by 
“  piano,  played  by  an  advanced  case  of  chronic  dementia. 

“The  school-rooms  for  males  and  females  were  of  course  quite 
“  distinct.  The  walls  are  made  attractive  with  pictures  and  maps, 
“  and  sketches  ;  the  work,  for  the  most  part,  of  the  more  advanced 
“  pupils. 

“  The  absorbing  interest  which  was  manifested  by  the  pupils  in 
“  their  school  exercises  could  not  fail  to  strike  the  observer,  and 
“  they  furnished,  to  my  own  mind,  one  of  the  strongest  arguments 
“  in  favour  of  the  valuable  influence  of  this  noble  experiment. 

“  Old  and  young  were  seated  upon  the  same  benches — gray 
“  heads  alternated  with  youth — every  expression  of  countenance, 
“  every  degree  of  intelligence,  every  grade  of  moral  development 
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vvGfC  represented  in  these  scliool-cls-sses  of  lun3,tics.  Some  h3,d 
“  evidently  forgotten  to  be  noisy  under  the  sedative  influence  of 
“  quiet  study.  Others,  in  the  absorbing  interest  of  their  books, 

“  laid  aside  for  the  time  their  peculiar  and  disturbing  fancies,  and 
“  worked  away  at  their  copy-books  and  spelling  lessons,  regardless 
“  of  visitors  and  of  all  outside  considerations. 

“  Occasional  interruptions  were  of  course  to  be  looked  for.  Here 
“  and  there  the  words  or  the  gestures  of  acute  mania  would  for  a 
moment  disturb  the  general  peace,  and  the  vacant  eye  or  aimless 
“  smile  of  dementia  would  occasionally  betray  itself  in  the  intervals 
“  of  abstraction  from  the  subject  in  hand,  but  nobody  was  diverted 
“  from  his  task  by  these  trifles,  and  the  teacher  proceeded  quietly 
“  with  his  work,  patient,  cheerful,  and  kind,  without  being  inter- 
rupted  or  ruffled.  What  an  example  of  the  humanizing  and 
“  sedative  and  controlling  influence  of  order  and  routine  !  As 
“  such  it  seemed  to  me  wonderful,  and  I  hardly  knew  which  to 
commend  the  more,  the  originators  of  such  a  scheme,  or  the 
“  humbler  instruments  who  were  faithfully  carrying  it  forward,  and 
“  developing  its  benign  results. 

“  I  have  given  these  details  of  this  special  asylum  school,  as 
the  Richmond  District  Asylum  was  the  first  to  attempt  the 
“  school  experiment,  and  still  stands  first  in  its  successful 

“  working.” 

Amongst  the  improvements  introduced  m  the  past  year,  a 
highly  advantageous  one,  in  my  mind,  has  been  the  establishment 
of  a  special  ward  for  female  attendants  when  in  their  confinement, 
or  labouring  under  non-contagious  diseases,  where  they  have  the 
advantage  of  better  air  than  heretofore,  and  of  such  nurse-tending 
as  is  requisite  according  to  circurnstances. 

I  have  been  studying  how  to  give  the  male  attendants  also  the 
advantage  of  a  special  hospital,  but  have  not  as  yet  been  able  to 
accomplish  it,  but  I  will  continue  my  efforts,  and  shall  be  very 
glad  if  I  succeed. 

The  average  attendance  of  patients  at  morning  and  evening 
prayers  in  the  year  1871  has  been  703  ;  and  402  Roman  Catholics, 
and  94  Protestants  have  attended  religious  service  on  Sundays 
and  holidays.  The  average  number  taking  medicine  has  been 
49,  on  medical  diet,  250,  not  taking  out-door  exercise,  103  ;  taking 
hot  baths,  94;  restless  at  night,  22  ;  wet  at  night,  88;  total  number 

of  shower-baths,  137.  j  r  .u  ^  r 

The  proportion  of  insane  to  the  population,  and_  of  the  cost  tor 

asylum  support  to  the  rateable  property  of  a  district,  are  subjects 
of  such  general  interest  that  I  have  included  in  this  years  Tab  e  a 
return  giving  in  tabular  form  those  particulars  as  regards  the  sub¬ 
divisions  of  the  district,  and  also  of  the  remaining  portion  of 
Ireland,  for  the  purpose  of  comparison;  and  I  hope  this  lable 
may  be  looked  on  as  a  useful  and  interesting  addition. 
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It  is  a  pleasure  to  me  to  renew  my  acknowledgments  to  the 
attending  Governors,  the  Inspectors,  and  the  Officers  in  general, 
for  the  continued  interest  to  which  the  Institution  is  so  much 
indebted  for  whatever  success  and  good  it  may  have  achieved  in 
the  past,  no  less  than  in  former  years. 

The  general  efficiency  of  the  Attendants  is  also  entitled  to  my 
unequivocal  testimony,  and  I  gladly  render  it,  as  I  have  already 
done  in  former  years.  Any  consideration  which  the  continued 
discharge  of  very  arduous  and  irksome  duties,  for  a  long  series  of 
years,  can  entitle  them  to,  I  think  they  can  fairly  claim.
